Home Purchased For 
New Oxford Sisters 


Gettysburg entertained the biggest 
crowd of tourists of the 1924 summer 
season over the week-end, according 
-hr reports of hotels, lodging houses, 
restaurants and garages. 
The crowd 
surpassed that of Memorial Day or 
of any previous Sunday or holiday this 
summer. 
Hotels were taxed to their capacity; 
garages had more cars than they could 
accommodate and any 
person 
who 
wanted lodgers on Saturday or Sunday 
nights had very little trouble secur­ 
ing any number desired. 
Automobiles bearing licenses from 
almost every state in the union were 
noted in town over the week-end, 
showing the exceedingly representative j 
crowd of tourists who made Gettys- | 
burg their destination or an over-night 
stop on their tour. 
Restaurants did a land-office busi­ 
ness on Saturday night and Sunday, 
and those eating establishments which 
remain open all night report that the 
crowd was fairly well sustained at all 
flours, 
On Baltimore street, a citizen count­ 
ed 1,000 automobiles within the space 
of an hour Sunday afternoon when 
traffic through town and over the bat­ 
tlefield was heaviest. 
At the south 
gate of the National Cemetery, be­ 
tween the hours of 2 and 3 Sunday 
afternoon, 348 machines were count­ 
ed. 
Fourteen states were represent­ 
ed in this calculation, 185 of them 
bearing Pennsylvania license*. 
Ad­ 
joining and nearby states were also 
well represented in the count. 
Judging from the way the tourists 
began rolling into Gettysburg 
this 
morning, today promises to be a ban­ 
ner day for the town. 
Every avail­ 
able guide waff “riding” this morning 
before 9 o’clock and none had trouble 
.securing their allotted four trips over 
the field during the day. 
Gettysburgians turned the town over 
to the visitors while the majority of 
local residents left to spend the day 
elsewhere.

Curry’s uncle, is generally regarded 
as an affront, which, it is felt, may 
lead to serious trouble, if the self- 
styled colored spokesmen press their 
hand to have the fifth grade pupils 
admitted along with the sixth grade 
students. 
School Board Compromises 
Curry Biggs and R:chard Thomas, 
comprising the committee and claim­ 
ing to speak for the rest of the colored 
people of town, appeared before a spe­ 
cial meeting of the school board, Sat­ 
urday night, and asked that their de­ 
mands to have both fifth and sixth 
grade pupils at the Franklin street 
colored school admitter! to the Meade 
and High street buildings be met. 
Their demand was met half way by 
the achoo! board. 
The members at 
the school board, only after a heated 
debate, in which the board was split 
on whether to admit any of ^h© fifth 
or sixth grade pupils, decided to com­ 
promise and voted to admit the sixth 
grade pupils.

GARAGE BLAST 
IS FATAL TO SIX 


Tank Truck Unloading 1500 Gal­ 
lons of Gasoline When Ex­ 
plosion Occurs; 4 Injured. 


Pittsburgh, Aug. 30.—An explosion 
of gasoline yesterday in the garage of 
the People’s Natural Gas Company 
took a toll of six lives, three of thorn 
boys, caused probably fatal injuries to 
seven persons and less serious injury 
to seven others. 
Part of the gas company building 
was wrecked and adjoining buildings 
were shaken by the blast. 
The prop­ 
erty damage was estimated at $10,000. 
Blast Cause# Havoc 
The explosion occurred when 1,500 
gallons of gasoline was being drained 
from a tank wagon into the storage 
tank at the garage. 
Four automobiles in the garage and 
six in the street were destroyed by 
the fire that followed. 
Officials of 
the company said they could assign 
no cause for the blast. 
Windows within a radius of eight 
blocks were shattered.

cultivation of a newspaper reading 
public which will recognize news as 
of more importance than the society 
column, the sporting page and the 
funny strip, is one of the main duties 
of the future 
newspaper, in the 
opinion of Prof. W. G. Bleyer, direc­ 
tor of journalism at the University 
of Wisconsin. 
Newspapers should be read and 
taught in the public schools of the 
nation, and the youth instructed what 
is best to read, Prof. Bleyer said, 
“Democratic 
government depends 
upon public opinion and public opin­ 
ion, as we know it today, is mainly 
taken 
from the 
newspapers,” Mr. 
Bleyer stated. 
“If the purpose of 
education is to train the youth of the 
nation in citizenship, the study of |ie 
newspaper should have a prominent 
part in our public schools. 
Digest Facts 
Newspaper reading today is not 
taken as a serious part of the indi­ 
vidual’s daily life. On the whole, the 
individual devotes at least thirty min­ 
utes a day to the newspaper. 
This 
is the weakness of our modern democ­ 
racy. We do not digest the facts, we 
swallow them too hurriedly. 
“The aim of the newspapers and 
journalism schools should be to train 
a new generation of newspaper read­ 
ers to wham news, real news, is of 
more importance than the society 
column, the sporting page, or the 
funny strip. The news should 
be 
read first, leaving these other fea-: 
tures as desert. The news is the solid 
food. 
We 
need to cultivate news 
taste and discrimination in the public. 
“The public should be taught to 
think of the news as a part of his­ 
tory, of current events that are mak­ 
ing history. The newspapers can in­ 
fluence public opinion and through 
that influence, even the economic 
forces of the nation can be moulded. 
They can be the organs of an 
en­ 
lightened patriotism and make for 
more idealism and community better­ 
ment. 
“Less emphasis should be put on 
the sporting page. 
An interest in 
sports is healthful and normal, but 
we overstress it these days. 
Profes­ 
sional sports are not good stimulant 
for the mind.”

Moscow—Leo Tolstoi had bourgeois 
ideas and his works must be barred, 
asserted a panel of proletarian judges 
and writers recently, after a formal 
trial in which the dead Tolstoi was 
heard through his works and found 
guilty. 
Krupskaia, Lenin’s widow, appear­ 
ed before the judges in the role of 
state’s attorney, while the soviet 
commissar for education, Lunachar­ 
sky, defended Tolstoi. 
The follow­ 
ing verdict was then rendered: 
“The former officer of the Czar’* 
army, nobleman and estate owner, L. 
N. Tolstoi, who died 13 years ago, is 
guilty of having 
distributed works 
with petty-bourgeois opinions while at 
the same time deliberately concealing 
everything referring to any dictator­ 
ship of the proletariat. 
In view of 
the fact, however, that Tolstoi lived 
in a period of bourgeois culture, and 
that the great ideas of our unforget­ 
table Uyitch (Lenin) were unknown 
to him, the court concedes ameliorat­ 
ing circumstances to him and decides 
upon: I. 
The removal of his most 
dangerous works (Anna Karenina and 
Resurrection) from the libraries. 2. 
The beating into pulp of these books. 
I. 
Using the pulp for publishing the 
works of Lenin, Zinovief, Bucharin, 
and other leaders of the world revo­ 
lution.”

GERMANY SEEKING 
YANKEE SPENDERS 


Berlin—American tourists are com­ 
ing to Germany again in sufficient 
numbers to arouse the hope that pos­ 
sibly by fall this business will again 
assume proportions 
something 
like 
normal. 
But where the tourists spent weeks 
or months in Germany a year ago dur­ 
ing the inflation period! of the paper 
m ark,.they now remain a 
com para­ 
tively short time because of the high 
prices. 
Since the introduction of 
the renten mark last November the 
cost of living has risen two or three 
fold what it was when the printing 
presses had much difficulty in keep­ 
ing up with the demand for paper 
currency. 
Government officials and represent­ 
atives of the hotel keepers’ associa­ 
tor! have been working for months 
upon a plan designed to reduce the 
cost of travel and living in Germany 
for tourists, but a* yet no definite 
conclusions have been reached. 
Tourist agencies, which were operat­ 
ing sight-seeing cars from Strasbourg 
to Cologne by way of Mayenoe and 
through Coblence, Bonn and other his­ 
toric points along the Rhine, 
have 
abandoned the service because of the 
•igh prices for meals and rooms in 
German hotels, and the refusal, of 
travelers to meet the increased rate*. 


Shanghai,—Out 
of 
an 
estimated 
population 
of 
somewhere 
between 
400,000,000 and 500,000,000, it is be­ 
lieved that 90 per cent of the people 
of China have never seen a motion 
picture. 
For this reason an effort 
now under way to provide movie* act­ 
ed and produced by Chinese is in­ 
teresting. 
In China’s largest centers and in the 
treaty ports, the picture screen loftg 
has been 
commonplace, and 
mixed 
audiences of Chinese and foreigners 
are thrilled over the film favorites, 
just as are audiences in the United 
States. 
But hitherto the sporadic 
efforts to popularize the movies in the 
interior of China have failed. 
Firm s Organized 
Within the last year several com­ 
panies in Shanghai have undertaken 
to produce Chinese pictures, and per­ 
haps a half dozen of these have been 
exhibited with varying 
degrees 
of 
success. 
As they necessarily were 
made by unskilled actors and more or 
less inexperienced directors, they have 
appeared crude in the eyes of the 
Chinese uused to the finished foreign 
productions. 
These films are being 
sent tentatively into the centers of 
the interior, where it is necessary to 
throw up tem porary m at sheds in 
which to show them. 
A Shanghai picture man explained: 
“It is altogether a problem of educat­ 
ing the Chinese people to the movies.” 
He then went on to tell the experience 
of a show' man who invaded the inter­ 
ior with a number of films. 
The 
people wouldn’t go to see the pictures, 
and so the showman adopted the ex­ 
pedient of paying his audiences to 
come, doling out handfuls of cash to 
each person who entered the make­ 
shift theatre. # The showman’s money 
gave out before his films, which were 
of foreign production, had 
gained 
popularity, and thus his efforts came 
to naught. 
Improve Quality 
Later enterprises in Shanghai in­ 
clude one started by China’s largest 
publishing concerns, which is making 
efforts to improve the quality of the 
pictures, the acting, costuming and 
settings. 
Several of the country's 
leading actors of the speaking stage 
have been recruited for this work, 
which is being confined to plots based 
on stories purely Chinese. 
How the efforts of these 
organi­ 
zations will be received by China’s in­ 
articulate 
masses* and 
whether a 
Chinese Charlie C hapin or a Mary 
Pickford in silken trousers will cap­ 
ture the country, are m atters as dif­ 
ficult to conjecture a s ’the answers to 
any other of the country’s many ques­ 
tions.
